Concert Hall hus been selged npon by the
#pirits, and devoted henoelorth to the elucida
tion of the dogmas by which they Lope at no
distant day to upset the established order of
things in this world, precipliate the conflict of
Armageddon, and briog about o new epiritaal-
istlc state of affaire geverally. Bach of the
spirite par excellence as are silll incommoded by
tabernacles of flesh and bones, are socustomed
to cougregate here every Bunday mormopg and
evening, to listen to the pew dispensation as
promulgated by thosa happler spirits who have
acquired n larger liberty and a more ethereal-
ized existence by shuflling off their mortal
colls. Yesterday morning, us our readers will
doubtless remember, the weather was oppres,
sively warm, and the spirits suffered their due
proportion of vexation. Not more than two
bundred of them were in & condition which
warranted them in appesriog in public, These
were timely present, uod Lhe platiorm was occa-
pled by these geutlemen, the central one being
the main sttraction. The superfluous chalrs
about a dozen in number, were for the accom-
modation of Msembodied spirits of note. Buch
is our conjecture, ot least, and we are unable to
account for their beggarly array on any other
hypothesia,

A QURSTION OF IDENTITY

was raised at the outset, to perplex the un-
apiritualistic sttendants oo these seances, Mr.

homas Gules Forster was the orator,
or moulliplece of the oceasion, Mr.
Foreter 18 a well-preserved gentleman  of
about fiity yesrs, with & very venign counte-
tenance, & bigh forehead, a tult of hair
much in the Cape-Cod Dickensstyle, and a short
grey beard. Asan orator, hie is & man of Do mesn
pretensions, being gifted with a plentitul supply
of words of the most momentous length, nud of
the most perplexing signitication, sod epeaking
with great nuction, aud at imes with sach un-
eontrollable vehemence that he {5 apt to get into
a rhetorical tangle,

But we were led 1o believe that Mr. Forster,
affable and eloguent as he is, was of but slight
importance. The words which he let fa'l were
not his words, the wierd doctrines which he
ErOmulguted were not his doctrines, the extended

nowledge of the nebular hypothesis whnich he
dl!lBlnj(‘L was not his knowledge. Professor B,
C. Dayton, an Epghsh savan with whose name
and great repute we were then first made fami-
liar, was the source of wll. Frofeszor Dayton
is, techunically speaking, dead; spiritualistically
apeaking, he has merely escaped from the e
cumbrauce of the body, and 18 now figuring
wpon the broad stage of the spirit world, To
say the ledet, he must bave been a very clover
man in hie day, or elee since his demise has
been fortunate in securing access to all the
constantly scocumulating treasures of sclence.
Usiug the eloguent lips of Mr, Forsler, then, as
a medium, Pro essor Dayton proclaims to (he
world divers thioge, with many of which the
world is already tamiliar, while not a few ol
them'paxlah'c decidedly of a startling aud novel
aspeat,

hile the choir was engaged in displaying ita
vocal acquirements, Mr. Forster was ovcupied
in falling mto a trance. A% soon #3 the masieal
exercises were concluded, thut gentleman arose,
closed his eyes, screwed up his fuce into any-
thing but a spirituslistic swute, pulled out nis
white pockei-handkerchiel and began forth with,

8T, PAUL PROCLAIME TEE BPIRITUALISTIC CREED,

The Bpeaker commenced by stating the fact
that the theologica: world had deemed 1t proper
to sssert that spiritoalism aond Paotbeism are
one und the same thing, This ontrageous im-
putation he proposed to retute, and be would
accomplish it by felecting a text from one of the
great apostles ot Christianity,

He then read—reclied, ratner —the following
words from the sixth versc of the fourth chapter
of Bt. Paul’s Epistle Lo the Ephesians:—

“Ove God and Farher of all, who is above all,
and turough ull, and iu you all.”

The trancc-»lwuxvr then proceaded st con-
slderable lenzth to Inquire into the pantheism
of st, Paul and of spirituahsm, and to show how
that of the latter was of no greater enorwity
than that of the former. He stated that the
most highly developed seer of the present day,
Mr. Davis—not Jefferson, ot the late Confede-
racy, we imagine: buat Auvdrew Jucksos, of the
“‘Harmouic Coronation” school of Philosophy—
has gaid that there can be

HO LINE OF DIVIEION

between philosophy, religion, sclenece, soirit-
uahsm, and several other things ol which we
did not distinctly catch the titles. Beiore the
developments of modern science the Jadean
literature is continually pnlin&whiie the in.
culcations of spiritoalism are beineg more and
more fully sustained. In short, it is gradauslly
establishing something legitimate and tangible
with regara to the future state of man.

Mr, Korster then touched upon what he styled
“‘the develupment theory,” but what, to our
mind, would more appropriately be denominated

THE NEBULAR HYPOTHESIS,

The whole array of worlds, he declared, in
the beginoing existed in one vast mo'ten muss,
without form sod void, Boienee has maintained
that all matter in the universe is made up of
wertain elements which cannot be resolved into
siwpler forms, But, from the spiritualistic
stundpoint, it 18 a pnilosophical fact that matter
is of oue aud the snme element everywhere, and
that these so called elements are but combina-
tlons of this primordial form of mutter, which
may as readily exist on otter globes as ou our
own, This primordial element bas beeu un-
folded and muunipulated by some supreme
power, for the inhabuiarion of human races, in
the maultitudes of worids which everywhere
shioe in the galuxy, sand doat upon the sea of
harmony.

Alter progeeding at some leneth In this strain
~—we do not pretend to wive Mr., Forstep's
exict words, except lhose wbhicn are moat
remarkuble for their length or grandiloguence—
the speaker arrived at the ratber discouraging
copclusion that, despite the researches of
science and the enlightenment of disembodied
apirlis,the eternity of the pust is us lmpenetrable
a8 the etervity of the future, to the finite
mind, He then reviewed again the origin ol
the stellar and plupetary worlds, the spiritu.
allstie knowledge of Professor Dayton develop
ing, Al this poriion of the duplieate dlscourse,
nothing that was positively new or starthiog,

ADAM NOT THE FIRAT MAN BY ANY MEANS,

Mr. Forster them cited the recent discoverias
of humwan remums in this country, which the
learned Agnssiz bus declared, ironthe accomu-
Iation of 2artts above thew, gould not ha'abeey
habilituted with flesh aud propelied uf spirits
less than ten thousand yours ago, Theke dlsco-
veries must lorever seille the theologisus and
others who udhere to the “Judean literature” —
a very elegaut and ipotlepsive Lerm 1o apply to
the Holy Beriptures—ior they eff2otuully upset
Adam's clalm W prory v the order of Lhe
humasn race. [The reader must note that this
last reflection 15 one of our own, und that Pro-
fessor Agnssiz, or Mr. Forster, or Protessor
Dayton, are respousible for it only by way of
ferenec.]

But the claims of Adam rest on a silll more
shaky foundation than is left them by these dis-
eoveries; for, ay the speaker sonounced, bricks
bave been dlscovered in the conulry watered by
the Nile at such & vast depth below the surface
that, making s carelol calcalation of the amonnt
of eaith deponited by the watgrs of the river at
ft¢ sonual overfiowlogs, the men who made
thems must heve #osrished at Jeast thirty-six
thousand years ago! “Judesn litersture” is
gherelore clearly wi famll, sud Adsam was pol

the first man by & trifle of thirty thousand years
or more,

The » er having thus effestually de-
mohshed Adam's pretentlons claim to nutiquity,
wandered off to the extinct fauns of the rockes,
and set forth the leading featores of

THE GENUINE DEVELOPMENT TRRORY,

which heé appesred to regard as inoontestible
and ms enﬂ:ely satisfuctory. Indeed, he pre-

served the most astonishing calmoess, while

endeavoring to prove that he himsgell was

nothing more than a highl&domlopﬂd oyster,

while each one of his sudifors had, before the

interesting period of his _birth, displayed in

succession the cerebral developménts ol an

adult fish and a full.grown pig! The first vege-

table was & very simple affalr, being sceiden-

tally gotten up by s union of an acid with an

-lhiﬁo In these l’nue: days the combination of
an aoid with an wikall results, in chemical par-
Isnce, in & salt; bat the process of nature has

ool been standing still, or else, when veirelables
yiere as scarce g we can well imagine them to
bave been before any vatiety had been ealled
into being, the excessively anliquated peopls of
that pertod were willing to accept slmost sny-
thing as such,

To return to the development theory., Boon
after the first vegotable made ite sppearance in
such an eccentric fushlon, an sanimal was simi-
larly go'ten up, and then the Ltwo wenton In
regular alternation, each successive specimen of
the two kingdoms becoming more and more
complicated in internal stroctore, and more and
more interesting In external appearauce, until
ot last man stood forth, the epitome of all that
had gone before him,

THROLOOY ATTEMPTS TO LAUGH 1T DOWN,

Having thus developed his acidolated alksli of
a vegetavle into a human epitome, the speaker
suld that the tbeological world, lacking any
argument by which they could retate these
eccentiric dootrines, had in their dire extremity
resorted to derisloo, So also had m porilon—a
portion only, minid you—of the sclentific world,
which is gradually coming over to the Spiritual-
istie side of the gquestion,

CALLING HARD NAMESE BY WAY OF ARGUMENT.

But, exclnimed the speaker, with declded
emphasis, the lasvgh of the Athelst is no refo.
1ation !

Mow we think that either Mr. Forster or Pro-
fescor Dayton was shightly inconsistent at this
etage of the double discourse, He—oue or the
other of them, we don't know which—had {ust
fpoken in terms of marked reboke of the theo-
logiaus and oribodox savans wbho had attempted
to deride his positlon; and then forthwith pro-
ceeded to counternct their derision by harlin
at them the epithet of *Atheist.” We regretie
this Httle outbuzst of ili-humor, for it destroyed
the henevolent symmetry of the whole discourse,
and leit upon our mind the unpleasant 1mpres-
sion that even a disembodied spirit is capable of
dealing in hard words, when 1t rouns short of
arguments.

ULTIMATES AND PENULTIMATES,

To return to the digconree, the speaker pro-
eeeded o give a synonym for s “human epitome,”
by declarmg that man stands phy-:i«.-ully apon
the surtace of the earth, the ultimate of all that
hus gope before him, He is endowed with lLife,
motion, lustinet, mimd-—all of which the beast
has, saud some of which have been bestowed
upon the vegeiable. But be has in addition an
individualized spirit, The speaker did not desire
to deny this to beasts and vegelables, but while
they may have something approachiug i\ in the
ageregate, Lhey ure without sa individualizad
entity like wan,

THE REASON WHY.

For fear some impertinent people might be
mclinea to rafse a question as to why the process
ol animal sud vegerable development hao pansed
when it arrived at the “individoalized entity?
of may, the speaker slated that old mother
earth was now 1o ber dotage, and bad theretore
ceased to be fraittul after this fasbion, just ne
buman beings and the beasts of the fleld ceare
to be fruitiul alter arriving at a certain age,

THE PROPELLING POWRIR,

All these disconvected facts and doetrines led
Mr. Foreter—or Prolessor Duilon, il you will—
to the conclusion that notwithstandivg the im-
pepeirability ot the eteruity of the past, some
controlling principle must have been acting
upon the primordial world. It could not have
been merr chance, lor there were evidences of
adaptation and design which argue the presence
of m.al and the acion of a propelling power,
The Spiritudlist beheves that it is his god—spell
it with a little “'g” by all means—which is the
propelling power in the undulating bed of this
primordial existence, Therefore the Bpirituatist
belleves thet Faul was entirely correct ween he
epoke of Yone God and Father of all,” who is
above all and moving through all,

YET TO BE FROVED,

But Paul says lurther that God Is “in you all”
—iu wan, How?

Before enswering thie very material question,
the spenker stated, parenthetically, that,
although chemists have not yet discovered the
existence 1n the human body of more than ffvy-
seven of the so-called elements, the Spiritual-
istic philogophy assumes that all thece elements
are 1o be found in the human contorouation. 1f
they do not exist in the physical body which
epitomizes the variovs styles ot development
through which the acidoluted alkali of & vege-
tabile hbau passed, their presence in the spirit
is  uoquestionuble, The speaker lhoped to
demonstrate, before he closed his present serles
ol discouises, that this spirit is quite as material
us the body iteelf; and he furthermore expressed
the belief that chemical aoalysis will some time
or otber substantiate his position.

UNIVARSAL INOARN 4 TION,

The speaker then recurred to the question
What animates man? The Spiritualist pelieves
that 1t js the spirit of God—that He is incar-
nated, not only in Him of Nazareth, bat 1 eévery
man; and hence he can beileve with Paul that
God 15 “in you siL.”

Having thus effectunlly reconciled the tesche
ings of 8t, Paul with the doctrines of modern
Bpiritualism, he stated thwt error must fall, sud
at once proceeded to mprlu over several *‘men-
tal gteeples” which the theologians had ereeted
to lespire him with reverence and awe, 8o
encouraged were the sudlence atthis achieve-
ment that they lost sicht of the day and the
occasion, apnd were moved to applause. Buat
their siraegling numbers demorulized them,
and the attempt was little Detter than a fadare,

GRAND COROLLARIES O F THOUOHT,

The end of the discourse being mear, the
speaker now warmed up under the inspirine
influence of Professor Dayton, und closed some-
what in rhe tollowing stralu:—

What & praud coroilary of thought is here

resented ! Toe world 1 no longer wicked, as
be theologlans clalm; man Is no lovger the
despicable creature they wonld represent him!
Theology proclnims man sa fit natorslly for
nolhing, as it only 10 be domoed. Spiritualism
on the contrary, proclaims him fit to live, for ull

life M this broud upiverse must somehow or
other be God's life. How can the crestare emas-
nuting from such power and source, though
finite, be orammed Into the confines of the
orthodox heaven or hell? Man must live for-
ever, his energles must constantly lnersuse, his
bralo must leap up Into still higher spheres of
tnought, bis spirit must soar w future through

atill more beatitic realmas!
A POETICAL PRRORATION.
This eleguent paracraph was followed upby a

s‘.erilm-n ol spintualistic poetry, the rytha and
rhyme of which we e decidedly superfor 10 the
general run of cuch effusions, and marked Pro-
fesror Dayton s un lmprovisstere of no mean
order.

Arter the poem, which comimenced with & line
as blgh rounding as thips—

“Gheat nalure, thy Iremeudou sosn ey alspiny ;'
the speaker auvonneed that *“his mediom,” as
well a8 his own “mdividuslized entity,” wos

A Frightfal Marder of & Man and Wife
Bpeciai Despatoh to The Bvening Tels praph,

Ivpraxarovis, Bept. 14.—On Baturday sfter-

noon Jaesh Yonng, a highly respectable citizen

of this city, together with his wife, as was thelr

custom on pleasure daye, starled {rom their re-

sidence for a ride, and ecurly thiz morning thelr
bodies were discovered about two miles above
this eity, on the banks of the river, and their
horse tied to a tree, & short distamce off, Mrs,
Youvg bad & pistol ball in her head, and her
clothes were entirely barned from her body, and
the lower part of her abdomen and thighs were
burned to & crisp. Hoir husband was found
lying about eight feet from her, with the whole
ol the wpper part of his head blown off, and &
double-barrelled ehot gun lay some ten feet dis.
tant, with ouly one bartel discharged and both
bammers at full cock,

Itis believed they were murdered, as Mr. Young
bad a considerable sum of money in his posses-
sion lu the moroing and none was found ou his
person when discovered, His pocket-book was
tound rifled of its contents, and luid several feet
from his body., The whole affair |s shrooded in
mystery and has creasted a great excitement
here, The detectives were last night on the
truck of a negro who is sapposed to be the
murderer of Mr. and Mra, Young,
